ASSESSMENT t/F MONOPOLY PRIVI¬
LEGE8.

From '¡'ht fieieatk Advertitrr.
The bill authorising the Hobokeu I. mil and Improve¬

ment Company to coii«trn«*t a railroad between Hobo-
ken and Newark, has been signed by the Governor
and ban become a law.
There are now two charters on oar Btatute book for

two new roads between Xewtuk and the Hudson Hiv¬
er, and except ia some extraordinary powers in the lit*
ter, which art considered by many impracticable in
their execution, they are et-senti-illy the same. Both
are owned by the -Mime party, and he can now mtko
hii sehction. They both ¡u-nert the principle, that ex¬

clusive privileges can be assessed ana paid for in dam¬
ages, and the Kxecutive, by his signature of the bill,
has eone-ented to have this (treat question brought be¬
fore tke hijjiesl Court* of the State and nation fora
decis ve judicial adjadicotion.
This was esteemed the /rtat constitutional «¡nestion

involved in the bill, which the Courts will now be re¬

quired to decide. Thotn-h many regard the continua¬
tion and enactment oi t!.e contract between the I«ong
Doeh ;uid Hoboken I-iml and Improvement Company,
as a violation of the clauw of the Constitution which
declares that " every law «bull embrace bat one object,
" and that shall be oaBBOBBBd in the title."
The laiye and nnprecedentei provitnons of the bill,

deeigned to appropriate the property and rights of
other Co spaniel, appear to be rt-garded a* qaesionn
of hitrh expediency, of which the L«gislritnrt art pre¬
sumed technically to be the judge, as a jury is regarded
to be the sole umpire a« to questions of fact; and
hi nee, however iibhorrt-iit tbey may be, they are not
the proper subject for Executive veto.
The grand ret-oli of the passage of this hill it the

progretrcive march toward complete émancipation from
¿lenitive privilegie, which are regarder, aa fetters
upon freedom, and for which New-Jersey has long
been held in opprobrium bv other States, and even by
intelligent travelers from foreign countries.
Two important acre in the ^rnuid drama of emanri-

j piiiion from monopoly thraldom have now been enact¬
ed in New-Jersey, namely : First.The action by the
Legislature in favor of the neeeesment of exclusive
priviisges fcr competing workt; and the .Second.The
tastent by the Executive. The Third, and conclusive
act, will be the arjndicaiion by the Conrti, which, if
in unison with the ether two, will perfect full emiud-
patien in Kew-Jerxey, and secure the largest liberty
for legisla'ion in favor of the ca.notraction of <x>nii>el-
.ng roads everywhere over the State.
The ext-lns.ve privileges claimed by the Camden and

Amboy Kadroad Company will be embraced within
this aojudictiiioii favorable to treneral freedom, for the
monopoly cluute of that orupuny was copied from the
monopoly clause of the l'ttiwaicand Hat-kensack Bridge
Companies, and hence the two must ataúd or fall to¬
gether; for if the Courts riustain the «.onstitntionality of
either the Morris and Kut-t-x extension M lor that of the
Hoboken Land and Improvement Company, the mo¬

nopoly privibjiie» of either the Bndge Company or the
t'au»;;« n and Amboy Company are capable oi btring
taken by ateessment as property.
The identity of the two monopolies may be peen by

the provision in the chaittr of the Tassait and Hack-
entack Bridge Company, which is in these words:
" That it shall not in- lawful for any ft rumor 8818081
